At present Germany is busy with 
this subject; and for the good reason 
that Germany has. no upper house. 
“The Reichstag is Germany’s only leg- 
islative chamber. The Bundesrat, 
which ignoramuses regard as a sort 
of house of lords, is not a legislative 
chamber at all, but only a council rep- 
resenting the sovereignty of the 
twenty-odd federated German states. 

But Prussia and other German 
states have their own loca! houses of 
lords. The Prussian house of lords, 
Which Lord Rosebery lately held up 
as a model to England, was admitted 
by the conservative historian, Treit- 
schke, to be “a blot upon the consti- 
tution.”” The “Herrenhaus,” as it is 
ealled, contains only 98 hereditary 
peers, as against 207 high officials, 
representatives of corporations, towns. 
universities, etc.; but its mediaeval 
character is shown in the fact that 
the Austrian prince, Schwarzenberg, 
end several other Austrian and Rus- 
gian princes are members of it. 

In Sad Disrepute. 

The “Herrenhaus” is in sad disre- 
pute; but it is the disrepute of an 
elderly, harmiess rake, and not that of 
' @ young debauchee. It does no active 
evil. It does not need to, The lower 
Prugsian house or “Abgeordnetenhaus” 
is itself entirely under the control of 
landed nobles; and it passes no pro- 
gressive laws for the “Herrenhaus” to 
mutilate or reject. 

For years past Prussia has been 
torn in twain by agitation for a pro- 

ressive franchise to the lower house’ 

‘fast year the lower house itself 
tore up Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg’s reformed electoral law. AS 
a rule, the two Prussian houses agree. 
The power of the “Herrenhaus’ as a 
block to progress cannot be shown 
until a liberal lower house comes into 
being; and that seems far off. When 
it comes, Prussia’s upper 98 heredl- 
risk the fate of England's house of 
lords. Meantime Prussia’s 98 heredi- 
tary peers and her 207 elected members 
sleep over their mild legislative func- 
tions. What they say, if they ever say 
anything, is ignored by the newspa- 
pers, As there are no coronets, robes 
eatch the public eye, it is probable 
of the Empire.” In theory this body 
that many Germans do not know of 
their existence. 

Russia’s house of lords is also in @ 
eritical condition, though for dadiffer- 
ent reasons. This upper house is the 
“Gosuderstvennui Soviet” or “Council 
ef the Empire.” In theory ths body 
‘~~ more reasonable than either Eng- 
land’s or Prussia’s upper houses; for, 
like the Italian senate, it has no 
hereditary members, with the excep- 
tion of a few grand dukes. 

The “Soviet’s” present trouble is 
caused not by its vices, but by its ac- 
cidental straying into the path of vir- 
tue. Before Russia got her constitu- 
tion was exacted by the revolution- 
hundred members, nearly all high dig- 
nitaries, retired ministers and gover- 
nors. It had the right to consider the 
budget and all legislative proposals, 
but its decisions were often over 
ruled by the czar. When the constitu- 
tion wa sexacted by the revolution- 
aries in 1905, the council got another 
100 members, elected, on the Prussian 
principles, by self-governing corpora- 
tions, towns, universities and cham- 
bers of commerce. The council re- 
mained reactionary; it killed even the 
very moderate reforms of the Thire 
Duma; and it was regarded by Rus- 


measures. The premier ignored th: 
cuuncil’s veto, and declared the meas 
ure law. This illegality naturall 
caused a storm of anger among pro- 
gressives; and the reactionary “Soveit’ 
saw itself temporarily in the quee: 
position of champion of popular liber. 
ties. Premier Stolypin. who had origi- 
nally used the council to destroy the 
duma’s reforms thereupon attacked th 
council for not being a representative 
chamber.e This made people smile. A‘ 
present the council is not at all in dan- 
ger of being abolished. But it is ex- 
pected that on January 1 all the inde- 
pendent members will be got rid of, 
and replaced by creatures of the czar. 

Russia’s grand dukes once played e 
considerable role in the deliberations 
of this strange upper house. They dc 
go no more. After 1905, when the pro- 
ceedings of the council could no longer 
be kept secret, Nicholas II. ordere 
his grand ducal relatives no longe 
to sit or vote. The grand dukes wer: 
by no means always the evil geniuse: 
of the council; indeed four of them 
voted thirty years ago for Lorig Meli- 
koff's constitution, Rodticheff, the 
Russian constitutional champion, late- 
iy called the council “the last refuge 
of old men who never were any use, 
a house of lords which has not even 
the doubtful merit of being mannec 
by aristocrats.” 

The ‘“‘Herrenhaus’ of Austria, and 
the analogous institution in Hungary, 
are also in sad disrepute. The Aus. 
trian upper chamber consists of the 
sixteen senior arehdukes of Habsburg 
Lorraine, 64 headg of noble families

of the royal table,” 


endowed with large landed posses- 
sions, 6 prince archbishops, 7 prince 
bishops, 6 archbishops, and 153 nomi 
nated lifé members. Until a few years 
agro this mediaevally constructec 
chamber held considerable authority, 
but when election to the lower cham- 
ber was reformed on the basis of uni- 
versal suffrage Austria’s ‘Herren- 
haus,” as gan effective institution, was 
squashed. The contrast between the 
two chambers is too great; and ever 
Austrian conservatives admit that the 
radical reform, or abolition of the up- 
per ‘chamber, is a question of but a 
few years. | 
The Contrast in Hungary. 

In Hungary the contrast between 
the two legislative organs is not s0 
because Hungary, despite a 
promise given eight years ago, has not 
yet got universal. suffrage for her 
lower house. Hungary’s upper cham- 
ber is called the “House of Magnates.”’ 
With the exception of England's, it is 
the most aristocratic in Europe; and 
its classification of members is even 
more mediaeval. On the list are ten 
“bannerets of the kingdom,” two 
“euardians of the crown,’ a “president 
humerous royal- 
ties, princes and archbishops, 184 
hereditary counts and 41 hereditary 
barons; and 68 other members, who 


are co-opted by the magnates them- 


selves. The “House of Magnates” 
possesses no moral authority whatever 
in Hungary and has no hold upon the 
popular imagination; but it is sup- 
ported by the conservative character 
of the lower house; and is in a much 
safer position than jis the Austrian 
upper house. The Austrian house, like 
the Prussian, has several members who 
are foreign subjects, and who vote on 
purely Austrian affairs, though own- 
ing no allegiance to the Austrian 
kaiser. 

Italy's upper house, her senate, ir 
probably the safest institution of the 
sort in any European great country 
Its safety lies in the fact that it has 
no hereditary members, with the ex- 


ception of a few relatives of the sov- 


ereign. Its four hundred members are 
elected or nominated for life and as 
they are made, not born, there is some 
guarantee of their fitness. Like the 
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The Herrenhaus, or Prussian House of Lords, in Berlin. 
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The Reichrat Building at Vienna. 


The Mariya Palace at St. Petersburg. 
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British house of lords, and the Rus- 
Sian council of the empire, the Italian 
upper house has judicial functions, 
But it plays no real role in the king- 
dom’s ‘politics, and it is respected all 
the more for that reason. 


This reasoning confirms the theory 
that Europe’s upper house system is 
played out; and that a second cham- 
ber, whether hereditary nominated or 
elected upon a high property fran- 
chise, is popular only as long as it 


recognizes its obsoleteness. and does 
nothing to justify its existence. That 
was the. secret of the long duratior 
and also of the final overthrow of 
England's house of lords; and it seems 


to apply to upper houses everywhere,

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London, January 13.—English au- 
thors, playwrights, painters and sculp- 
tors—in fact, artists of all sorts, have 
discovered a new road to recognition 
in the Arts and Dramatic Club. The 
club is a sort of labor exchange of art 
and literature and differs from most 
other organizations of its kind in the 
world in that it has no entrance fee 
and no subscription. Its aim is the 
reunion of al] the various arts, and by 
this bringing together of “artists,” 
irrespective of creed, politics or pro- 
fession, to promote a spirit of co- 
operation and mutual help. 

Art in every branch is the only quali- 
fication needed for membership. A 
separate committee passes judgment 
upon the work of each prospective 
member who exhibits, performs or sub- 
mits, as the case may be. If worthy 
of the standard of the club, he is 
admitted at once to all privileges. 
Once admitted, these budding authors, 
artists and playwrights immediately 
come in contact with the people whom 
they are anxious to meet—publishers, 
editors, theatrical managers, etce., and 
the large club rooms in Hanover 
Square present an animated scene day 
and night. On all sides hang the mem- 
bers’ work in a sort of permanent ex- 
hibition, for gale; ornament and inspec- 
tion, while seated at the tables may 
be seen members of the opera house 
chorus, an editor, a young author and 
a publisher chatting together, a young 
man painting the scenery for the pro- 
duction of a new play by. a new author, 
a countess and a dancing-girl fixing 
up an engagement. Here, as was in- 
tended when the club started, business 
is done, engagements are secured, work 
inds a market, talent goes through the 
nill of expert criticism. The pecuniary 
rrofit goes into no one’s pocket—a 
slight commission alone being charged 
for the upkeep of the club. 


Weekly concerts and entertainments [ 


it which agents and impresarios are 
nvited to attend, are given regularly, 
‘hus securing all the advantages of a 
trained body of critics, and on Satur- 
day there is usually a fancy dress ball, 
‘ransforming a corner of dull London 
nto a little bit of the Paris.

Once or twice a 
year there is a great concert to cover 
iny unusual expenses incurred and to 
»nlarge the premises, for so popular is 
he club that it has grown with ex- 
raordinary rapidity since its inaugu- 
‘ation a little more than a year ago.

“Il am afraid my recollections of 
Emily Bronte will not be of much 
value; I simply disliked her from the 
first, her tallish, ungainly, ill-dressed 
figure contrasting so strangely with 
Charlotte's small, neat, trim person, 
although their dresses were alike 
always answering our jokes with, ‘1 
wish to be ag God made me.’ She 
taught for four months—until her re- 
turn home—music to my three younger 
sisters to my annoyance, as she would 
only take them in their play hours so 
as not to curtail her own school hours 
naturally a great trouble to three smal) 
children, the eldest 10, the youngest 
not 7. Happily, she returned home in 
November for her augt’s iliness and 
did not return to Brussels with Char- 
lotte to my relief.

THE TSARITA IS 
IS MUCH IMPROVED 


Her Health Has Been Greatly 
Bettered by Long Sojourn 


in Crimea. 


St. Petersburg, January 13.—(Spe- 
cial )—The long sojourn of the tsarita 
in the Crimea has had a most beneficial 
effect upon her health. She was in 
better spirits on her return to Tsars- 
koye-Selo from Livadia’ than she has 
been in years. The nervous spells from 
which she suffers are not so frequent 
now, nor so severe as they have been. 
This change for the better in the 
health of the tsarita has also had a 
marked effect on the condition of the 
tsar. His physicians are of opinion 
that as soon as the fine cold weather 
beging to break up in St. Petersburg, 
some time in March next, she should 
return to the Crimea, which is at its 
best in spring. And it is highly prob- 
able that this advice will be followed, 
and that the court will leave Tsarskoye- 
Selo for the Crimean palace in March. 


There seems to be no disposition on 
the part of Russia to reopen negotia- 
tions with the United States. It is said 
on high authority that Russia cannot 
and will not change her position as to 
the admission of Jews, and, recogniz- 
ing that American politics will not per- 
mit a treaty in accord with Russian 
ideas along this line, sees no use in 
opening negotiations which can come 
to nothing:

Stripping the 
policeman’s body of revolver and car- 
tridges, and saying to the corpse, 
“Thanks, that is all I wanted you 
for,” the murderer turned and glared 
et the crowd which. was collecting. 

o one moved. The murderer ran 
back into the house, fetched his coat 
and cap, and walked off down the 
street with a pistol in either hand. 

He met a zealous policeman who 
had run on ahead of his reinforce- 
ments. The murderer told the man to 
run away or be killed, and the con- 
stable fled. The murderer walked un- 
harmed into a garden full of shrubs 
Which belongs to an Englishman, 
a Mr. Barratt. The police surround- 
ed the garden but dared not enter. 
Shots were exchanged and other 
policemen fell. The fire brigade came 
up and tried to “drown the man out.” 
The murderer hung his overcoat upon 
x tree—where it was soon seen and 
riddled with bullets—and disappeared 
again. - Darkness fell, and no Rus- 
Sian dared beat the bushes for the

“THE CASE IS ALTERED?” 
ORIGIN OF PUB'S QUEER NAME 


London, January 13,—I have just 
discovered what must be the most 
queerly named saloon in all England. 
You do not neeg to be told, of course, 
that a saloon_.over here is not a ‘“sa- 
loon,” but a “public house”’—or “pub,"’ 
to use the popular expression. .More- 
over, although the proprietor’s name 
may be, and generally is, above the 
door, the place is never, &s at. home, 
known thereby, but invariably has 
some odd name, which may be any- 
thing from the “Spotted Dog,” or 
“Dun Cow,” to the “Prince of Wales,” 
the “Crown,” o1, to go even higher, 
the “Angel.” The latter, by the 
bye, is rather a favorite name for 
a pub, incongruous though it seems 
There are no leas than (fourteen 
“angels” in London, including the 
famous one at Islington, and goodness 
knows how many in other parts of the 
country. 

But what do you say to “The Case 
Is Altered?” This strikes me as a 
queerer name for a saloon than any 
IL ever have come aocross, afd it is 
borne by a “pub” which proves to be 
an uncommonly interesting relic of 
the days of Oliver Cromwell and the 
Merry Monarch, but of whose exist- 
ence I was unaware—despite a twelve 
years’ newspaper work in the me- 
tropolie—unti]l the other day, when 
chance took me to thet part of the 
Harrow road in which it stands. It’s 
doliars to doughnuts, by the way, 
that some reader of these words may 
have been before me in discovering 
“The Case Is Altered,” for it is on 
the way to Kensal Green cemetery 
which hundreds of our countrymen 
visit every year to see the grave of 
Thackeray. 

Not Part of London. 

In the ordinary way, however, the 
Harrow road, a typical “mean strect,” 
is not a part of London that one 
visits often, and I am not surprised 
that “The Case Is Altered” hitherto 
had escaped me Its sign smote my 
vision as I poems it in an electric 
“tram,” and e first impulse was to 
rub one’s eyes before looking ¢ggain, 
so uncommon and mysterious was the 

Just that simple statement, 

Is Altered”. without the 

veriest hint of what case, or in what 
respect it had been “altered.” An- 
other glance revealed that it was a 
“pub,” which thus announced itsebt, 
ang at the first opportunity there- 
afirer I visiteq the place to try to 
learn the history of its queer appel- 


Jation, 


Oddly enough, the present proprie- 
tor of “The Case Is Altered” didn’t 
know, and apparently never had 
tried to find out how his hostelry ¢ome 
by its title. I have found out, how- 
ever, and the story is quaint and re- 
calls one’s “Rip Van . Winkie” to 
mind. It does not directly concern 


back, 
had graced—or Har- 
row road for a hundred years or more. 
Back in Oliver Cromwell’s time. how- 
ever, a hostelry stoog on the site, 
ana over its doorway hung the pro- 
tector’s likeness. ung there, too, 


until the Restoration, when this tav- 
ern, like that -which puzzled Rip, 
changed its emblem. The head. of 
Charleg II. replaced that of Cromwell, 
and the landlord, a bit of q@ wag, it 
would. seem, added to his sigh the 
significant; if laconic “The 
Case Is Altered.” Eventually — the 
words alone became the name of.this 
tavern and those which succeeded it, 
and today, according to the proprie- 
tor, puzzle most of those whe.read 
them for the first time even as they 
did the writer. 

“The Case Is Altered” is the gem of 
my collection of names of “pubs,” but 
there are others which run it close. 
Probably the second prize would go 
to the “pub” known as the “Goat and 
Compasses” which, so the philogists 
say, is nothing less than a survival! 
of “God Encompasseth Us,” without 
the slightest intention of irreverence. 
There are several inns bearing this 
name in London and the suburbs. 


The Silent Woman. 


Another entertaining: sign is “The 
Man With a Load of Troubles,” . near 
Cambridge, “the “troubles,” by the 
way, ineluding a woman, whose head 
may be seen sticking out of a bag 
on the man's back in ‘the .: picture 
which forms part of the sign. An- 
other misogynist,: doubtless, named 
“The Silent Woman,” in Oxford street. 
This lady's failure to indulge in speech 
is explained By the fact that as repre- 
sented on the inn sign, she has no 
head! “The orld Turned 
Down” is another: “pub” 
wants some beating—you fing it in 
the old Kent'road, where Albert 
Chevalier- “knocked ’em,” and others 
are “The Triumphant Chariot,” “The 
Friend at Hand,” “The- Five 
Horns,” “The Experienced 
“The Flower of the Forest” 
Blackfriars road, of all places), and 
“The Cottage of Content” 

In Pimlico we have “The Monster,” 
from which, oddly enough, motor 
buses run direct to “The Angel.” It 
is quite a common thing, by the way, 
for a public house to be the recog- 
nized starting place, or terminus of 
a motor bus or tram route, and you 
will read on these vehicles such quaint 
announcements as “To Dun Cow,” to 
“Elephant and Castle” and to “World 
End.” the last of which isn’t quite as 
lengthy a journey as it sounds, . 

“Adam and Eve” is a common nemd: 
for a public house—there are six 
“Adam and Eves” 
is “The Bleeding Heart,” 
shire Hog,” “The Corner, Pin,” “The 
Bald-Faced Stag.” “The Intrepid Fox,’ 
“The Civet Cat” and “The Goat in) 
Boots,” to name only a few. Scores 
of odd combination names are to be 
seen, too, such as “The Limb and 
Fleg,’ “The Ham and Windmi'l” “The 
Pig and Whistle,” “The Cash and 
Cocoa Tree,” “Tlie Half Moon - and 
Bull's Head,” “The White Horse and 
Bower.” “The Apple Tree and Mitre” 
ang the “Bear and Ragged Staff.” 
Mention, too, must he made of “Ye 
Olde Cheshire Cheese,” which so many 
Americans visit as the reputed haunt 
of Mr, Johnson. : 

There are “Coach and Horses” in- 
numerable in London, severed “Rising 
Suns” and no end of “Bells,” “Bulls” 
and “Bee Hives.” There are no less 
than twenty-three “Bricklayers 
Arms,” ang a lot of “Spotted Doge” 
and “Bags of Nails.”

Fights which have been claimed as 
Italian victories in official dispatches 
from the commander-in-chief of the 
Italian expedition, are said by these 
correspondents to have been reverses. 

The Italians appear to be suffering 
more severely in the vicinity of Derna 
than at other points. The troops pro- 
tecting the engineers employed on the 
construction of aqueducts to bring 
water into the town have frequent 
furious engagements with the Turks 
and their Arab allies.

He Will Be Succeeded by Briga- 
diet General Witherspoon 


Gen. Mills Has Been Ordered 
to Washington, Where He 
Will Be President of the 
War College—His Removal 
Causes Regret. 


Brigadier General Albert A. Mills, 
for more than two years. commander 
of the department of the gulf here, 
has been ordered to Washington, D. 
C., to take the presidency of the war 
college at that place. 

He will leave for Washington about 
February 1, and Brigadier General 
William W. Witherspoon, for some 
time past president of the war col- 
lege, will come here to take command 
of the department of the gulf. Fol- 
lowing this change, Captain C. C. Allen 
and Lieutenant E. P, Laursen, aldes 
of General Mills, will return to their 
respective commands.

SAYS REV. WILBUR F. CRAFTS 


Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, speaker of the 
“third house” in Washington, D. C.,, 
and probably the foremost worker in 
all lines of reform in the United 
States, ts in Atlanta, and will be in tha 
city until Monday afternoon, when he 
leaves for New Orleans. 

Just at present the man who has 
been the direst cause of many of the 
nation’s greatest reform bills passing 
the two big legislative bodies, is ac- 
tively advocating the new Sheppard- 
Kenyon interstate HNquor bill, which 
will remove the federal shield of in- 
terstate commerce from the “blind to- 
ger” “original package’ from dealers 
outside the state. 

South Comes to Fore. 

“The New England states no longer 
le@d in national reforms, but instead 
the south has come to the fore, and is 
now recognized the country over as 
the plece wnere reforms are both en- 
gendered and accomplished,’ said Dr. 
Crafts last night when seen at the 
hcme of W. S. Witham, the well-known 
banker with whom he is staying dur- 
ing his visit to Atlanta. 

“Since 1907 the south has taken the 
leading part in all moral reforms pass- 
ing through congress. Senator John- 
ston, of Alabama, leads in the battle 
for a Sunday law in the nation’s cap- 
ital; Congressman Sims, of Tennessee, 


leads against gambling; Hobson, of 
Alabama, and Bacon and the late Sen- 
ator Clay, of Georgia, are the foremost 
temperance leaders in either house, 
and in every other reform the hand of 
the south is strongly felt.” 

Dr. Crafts is superintendent of the 
International Reform bureau, founded 
twenty-three years ago by him, which 
has at present grown to an institution 
with heavy financial backing and prac- 
tically unlimited resources. <As a lead- 
er in reforms, he is the author of thir- 
teen laws which have passed the two 
houses and become national acts, an] 
Las also written thirty-five 
Since undertaking his present great 
work he has toured the world several 
times, speaking. in al] the great cities 
of the various countries, and has been 
the friend of both imperial and re- 
publican rulers. 


Will Lecture Today. 


In Atlanta he will deliver two ad- 
dresses, the first a serio-humorous lec- 
ture on, “That Bov and Girl of Yours,” 
at the Weslev Memorial. church this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock; the second to- 
night at 8 o’clock in the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle on the ‘‘National Liquor Legis- 
lation.””’ He will be introduced by W. 
S. Witham. 

The bureau conducted and founded 
by Dr. Crafts is backed by practically 
all denomiagations, and is fighting ail 
four evils—liquor, impurity, Sabbath- 
breaking and gambling. It expects to 
construct a $200,000 building near the 
capitol next year, and from that place 
conduct all its battles for reforms.

distant but a few months. 

No question coficerning the comple- 
tion of this great work is any longer 
treubling those concerned. Instead, all 


thoughts and efforts are now being’ 


directed toward securing the greatest 
use of the canal and developing the 
widest possible trade through the new 
waterway. 

It has never been the idea of the 
American people that the outlay of 
nearly $40,000,000 on the canal was 
a military measure, Yet primarily the 
canal will constitute a work of de- 
fense. It will enable us to pass our 
warships quickly from one ocean tv 
the other, and will be invaluable as a 
measure to insure our national safety. 

But the industrial and commercial 
value of the canal is what principally 
interests the average man. How will 
it enable us to extend our trade, de- 
velop our foreign markets and by thus 
oreating anew demand for our prod- 
ucts, stimulate all industry? 

The statement may cause some sur- 
prise, but the commercial use of the 
canal by America will probably be a 
matter of slow growth, for at present 
oth haven't the ships and we haven't 

e trade. But in the opening of this 
shorter waterway from the eastern 
coast of the United States to the 


Orient, and for communication between 


‘our Atlantic and Pacific ports, and be- 

tween the Atlantic seaboard and the 

western coast of South America, Hes 

our great commercial opportunity. Are 

we going to take advantage of it? 
Our Army in Panama. 

To bring about this opportunty and 
to win a triumph in the engineering 
world for American, a small army of 
men are laboring in a tropical jungle. 
They have put their skill and energy 
and perseverance in the scales to 
wrest a victory from the combined 
forces of nature.

| The men in khaki and white duck 
who are today waging war, in the 
tropics, the army engineers who are 
directing the efforts of a great force 
of invasion; the civil engineers with 
their levels and theodolites, their blue 
prints and maps; grimy laborers on 
steam shovels and electric dirt trains, 
and the men of the medical corps with 
itheir quinine and surgical instruments, 
lare. doing a work which history can 
never overlook, for it will add to the 
world’s peace and comfort and to our 
own national security. 

A few .weeks ago I accompanied 
Chairman W. C. Adamson and the 
}members of the house committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce upon 
an inspection trip to the canal zone to 
pget first-hand information of the work 
and a clearer appreciation of its great 
magnitude. We made as exhaustive 
and painstaking an investigation of 
conditions on this 40-mile stripas could 
be done in one crowded week. The re- 
sults of that visit and a few observa- 
tions on what the canal has meant to 
the men who are building it and what 
it promises for America, economically, 
industrially and as a war measure I 
will attempt to set forth in the follow- 
ing articles. 


Riding at Anchor in Canal. 

Should you drop anchor in the harbor 
of Colon, safe within the protection of 
the Toro Point breakwater, some clear 
night in the winter season, you might 
easily imagine you were entering 
Brunswick harbor on a July evening. 
The temperature of the air and water 
suggest midsummer rather than mid- 
winter. To the south you see a deep 
indentation of the shores of Limon bay, 

hat is the epening of the Panama 
canal. . 

When the anchor chains rattle out 
and the mud hook splashes down in 
6 fathoms of water, you come to rest 
directly in the channel of the great 
waterway. On the port bow are the 
cities of Colon and Cristobal. 

The steamship Cristobal, of the Pan- 
ama railroad and steamship line, came 
;to.a rest at 8 o'clock on the evening 
of Sunday, December 17, seven dass 
and four hours out of New York. It 
had been an ideal 4rip. Under the.driv- 
ing foree of her big 35,000-horse power 
engines, consuming 80 tons of coal a 
iday, the ship had steadily ploughed 
} through the seas at from'10 to 14 
(knots am hour. The cold gray waters 
(of the north Atlantic had been suc- 
|ceeded by the beautiful blue of the 
southern seas and the indigo waters 
of the Caribbean. The sight of a school 
of flying fish furnished a day's discus- 
sion. and the passing of Watling’s 
island, Cape Masi and Hayti was an 
event. 

The time had passed delightfully. 
Every evening in-the dining saloon 
there had been some brand of enter- 
tainment for the passengers—a mock 
trial, a spelling bee, an utterly ludi- 
crous debate on woman suffrage, sev- 
eral concerts by the village choir, and 
on Sunday formal religious ‘services 
at which Judge 8S. Price Gilbert, of 
Columbus, delivered the sermon. 

But now it was all Over, and Chair- 
man W.,C. Adamson and a group of 
members of the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, crowd to the 
rail to get a glimpse of the chan- 
nel as it looks today, and finally com- 
plete plans for beginning the work of 
inspection on the morrow. j

He 
says nothing about the monumental 
work at Gatun, except in reply to ques- 
tions. On the way down, in response to 
a Tequest from the entertainment com- 
mittee, he had given us a lecture on 
that part of the canal work with 
which he is most intimately acquaint- 
ed, which had proven intensely inter- 
esting.

Others séek a more seclud- 
ed spot on the vessel and, leaning on 
the rail,. watch the reflection of the 
lights in the water, or seek in the 
strangely brilliant heavens the flaming 
Southern Cross. 

Now Is the Time to See Canal. 

The time to see the Panama canal in 
process of construction is right now. 
Ocular preof of the vast amount of 
dredging, and cutting and filling can 
be had for only a very short while 
longer. Within a few weeks the water . 
of the Chagres river will be dammed 
up and the spring floods will inundate 
the surrounding country and a lake 
covering 164 square miles will begin 
to form. Never afterwards will the 
channel bed of the canal or of the ar- 
tificial lake be exposed for inspection. , 
The water will cover all evidence of 
many menths of labor. By the middle 
of February land now covered by a | 
little community of American work- ' 
men will be submerged. Their houses 
are being moved to the hillsides. By | 
April 1, one of the largest artificial ' 
lakes in the world will have ‘formed, ! 
and will rise to a height of 55 feet | 
above sea level. 

When finally filled, Gatun lake will 
rise 85 feet above. sea level. By means | 


‘of the water thus impounded the six ; 


double locks in the canal will be oper- | 
ated. The engineers compute there 
will be an abundant supply of water | 
to make forty lockages a day. In 
other words, the element of time is 
more important than the supply of 
water to fill the big Tocks, and forty 
ships in twenty-four hours is the max- 
imum number that can be passed from 
ene ocean to the other. 

So complete a transportation will be 
worked on the isthmus *v. the Gatun 
lake that twenty years hence a solemn 
congressional committee will ride over 
the surface of the lake in a gasoline 
launch and wonder where all the mil- 
lions of money werTe sunk.

The De Lesseps Palace,

The next thing is the very famillar 
air of the negroes on the wharf and 
their unfamilier accent. The English 


have done a fairly good job in train- 
ing the Jamaican negroes. We must 
admit that. 

At the foot of the gang plank, as 
the passengers leave the ship, is Colo- 
nel George W. Goethals, the boss of 
the job, and the king of the isthmus. 
He is to be our personal adviser and 
guide, the conductor of our special 
train. and is to prove himself a com- 
pendium of information of every kind 
concerning the canal. Colonel Goeth- 
als caries the whole canal works in 
the back of his head. 

Before you are in Colon many min- 
utes you notice the improvements 
wrought by American occupation. The 
streets are paved like those of any 
American city, and are kept clean. 
Bordering them are closely-built rows 
of native houses,,some built over the 
water. On the American side of the 
village you are introduced to an en- 
tirely new type of dwelling. It is a 
slate-colored shell of qa house, sand- 
wiched in between twce wide-screened 
verandahs. Sometimes there is an 
open space running through the cen- 
ter of the house. The dull color makes 
them look cool and inviting. There is 
little radiation of light and heat 
waves. 

Near the wharf is a big refrigerat- 
ing warehouse. Our rarty don over- 
coats and sweaters and make a tour 
of the big building, where northern 
meats and foodstuffs and fruits are 
kept for the use of the big canal force. 
You feel yourself sudGcenly transported 
to a Chicago packing house, but back 
in the open air you come to a reali- 
gation of what life 10 degrees above 
the equator means. 

The bakery. the laundry and the cof- 
fee-roasting plant are inspected in 
turn and you begin to think, after 
all, you are not entirely out of civili- 
gation. The idea of the men who are 
digging the canal is that this same 
laundry shall be utilized to do the 
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from the Atlantic side will be lifted 
281-3 fteet, until tn the third lock it 
rises to the level of Gatun lake, 85 feet 
above sea level. The ship may now 
steam at full speed for 24 miles 
through this lake, for there is a chan- 
nel from, 500 to 1,000 feet wide to Bas 
Obispo, where it will enter the Culebra 
cut. 

Slides and “the “Angle of Stability.” 

The Culebra cut is 9 miles long. The 
task involved in this gigantic work of 
excavation deserves, and will receive, 
more extended notice in a later article. 
Here have occurred most of the slides 
that the American public has read 
about, and which have aroused so much 
apprehension as to the final completion 
of the canal. 

There have occurred in all twenty- 
One slides along this cut. Twelve 
cover areas varying from one to 
forty-seven acres, while nine cover 
areas of less than one acre, making 
a total of 149 acres affected. Here 
we find the cucaracha (or cockroach) 
slide, which has been broken back 
1,820 feet from the center Hine of the 
canal. The .French records show this 
slide s:arted in 1884 and it has given 
the Americans a vast deal of trouble 
It has not yet reached the “angle of 
stability.” 

The two slides at Contractor’s Hill 
cover 28 acres. On the east side of 
the cut, north of Gold Hill, is another 
large slide, covering an area of 17 
acres, which has broken back 1,200 
feet from the median line of the 
canal. Over 9,000,000 cubic yards of 
extra material have been taken out of 
the cut since July, 
earth slides and over 3,000,000 cubic 
yards more are kmown to be in motion. 

The men have almost reacheg the 
where they can take these 
slides philosophically. of course 
sométimes a big 90-ton steam shovel is 
enveloved and a few luckless opera- 
tives are killed, but usually it only 
means’ a few hundred thousand, or 
million, more cubic yards to be exca- 
vated, and a few more hundred thou- 
sand dips and swings of the big 
bucket—that’s all. 

“The total excavation in the canal as 
originally planneg was estimated at 
103,795,000 gqubic yards of dry and wet 


‘auies of conquest and their supplies; 
don’t forget that 2,000 miles of water 
Stretches between Colon and New York. 

The Isthmus of Panama furnishes not 
one single facility for the work now 
under way except soft rock for the 
concrete mixers, and tropical fruits. 

Canal Being Built Without Graft. 

Another factor of tremendous inter- 
est which is impressed upon you by 
general inquiry and questioning on the 
isthmus, is that the canal is being built 
without graft. 

In a vast enterprise that means the 
expenditure of $75,000,000 a year for 
labor, supplies and maintenance, that 
is a most remarkable condition. There 
may, perhaps, be petty graft that the 
Keenest and most watchful eye would 
be slow in detecting. But there is no 
big graft. 

The lesson of the French failure has 
been taken to heart by the Americans. 
Whether or not Ferdinand de Lesseps 
was a party to or even had knowledge 
of the wholesale grafting which wreck- 
ed his life and hopes and the success 
of his second great venture, it is cer- 
tain that eternal vigilance to prevent 
graft is actuating Colonel George W. 
Goethals. 

The records of the De Lesseps regime 
show that $400,000 was spent for snow 
plows in a country where the average 
temperature is around 100 and the 
maximum 124. Another $100,000 was 
expended presumably to purchase fire- 
works to gelebrate the opening of the 
canal. That red fire has never been 
burned. De Lesseps’ “palace,” the one 
with the bronze statue of Columbus 
and the crouching Indian in the front 
yard, which stands on a commanding 
ground overlooking the entrance to 
the canal, could be built now for possi- 


linen of the ships that pass through | 


the canal. Dry docks, repair shops 
and other conveniences are to be pro- 


‘vided for ships passing this way in 
‘the further effort to make the canal 


route attractive to commerce. 

There are problems of civil govern- 
ment, if the canal zone is to be settled, 
which is problematical; there remain 
problems involving the opening, and 
maintenance, and operation of the canal 
when completed. But, so far as the ac- 
tual work of construction is concerned, 
it is no more involved tn doubt than is 
the building of a modern skyscraper, 
or the laying of a double track of 
road. 

And in reading of what has been ac- 
isthmus, of the 
millions of tons of concrete put in

Near the De Lesseps palace and on a 
point overlooking the approach to the 
canal, a site has been selected for a 
new hotel to accommodate the tourists 
who visit the canals, and the transients 
who will make it their headquarters 
during the time their ships are being 
passed through the 50-mile canal. After 
the novelty of passing through the 
canal on board ship has worn off, the 
canal engineers believe Passengers 
would prefer to disembark and cross 
the isthmus on the railroad, which 
would allow them eight or ten hours 
to tread terra firma and enjoy the 
sights of the isthmus. 

In poirt of comparison, Ancon, on the 
Pacific side, has ‘all the advantage of 
Colon. There are fewer rainy days in 
the year, which is a big item in reck- 
oning personal comfort on the canal 
zone. Its average mean temperature 
is 10 degrees lower. The prevailing 
winds favor tie Pacific terminal. 

Suppose our vessel, the Cristobal, had 
docked in January, 1915, instead of 
December, 1911, and wished to make 
the transit of the canal. Let us follow 
her course. From Limon bay, where 
she is riding, to Gatun, 7 miles distant, 
she will have a channel 500 feet wide 
in which to navigate. 

At Gatun the ship will tie up at a 
long approach pier, and be taken in 
charge by the canal operatives. She| 
has had a pilot on board since she 
passed the Toto Point breakwater. The 
record of disasters in passing ships 
through canal locks show that invaria- 
bly the damage resulted from misun-’ 
derstood signals in the engine room. 
To avoid this danger, Colonel Goethals 
recommends that a trained force of 
canal operatives take charge of all, 
vessels, and that the United States gov- 
ernment give its guaranty for the safe 
Passage of every ship through the 
locks, and reimburse the owners for 
any damage. This is advocated as a 
measure of protection to the locks. 

In addition to this safeguard, a sys- 
tem of fender chains has been de- 
vised. These chains will be stretched 
across the locks, and will Pay out in 
response, to the force of an oncoming 
vessel. The force and resistance is so 
computed as to bring a 10,000-ton ship 
to rest before it strikes the iron gates, 
and thus prevent damage to the gates,

The depth of the approach 
channel to the canal will be 41 feet 
at mean tide on the Atlantic and 45 
feet on the Pacific side.

He is 
playing better tennis today than he 
did ten years ago, when he first won 
the American championship, at 29 
years of age, much better than when 
he captured the intercollegiate title 
nine years earlier—in 1892. He was 
a student at Cornell, and his win of 
the college title was his first big vic- 
tory. He was a runner-up in the 
championship at Newport that year,

Julius (Doc) Wiseman, the veteran of 
eleven campaigns on the local baseball 
team, will not be on the 1912 roster 
caused no surprise in fan circles. “Doc” 
was well aware of the fact that he was 
not to return, this information having 
been made Known to his friends before 
departing for his home in Cincinnati 
last fall. To the writer, he said: 

“So far as Nashville is concerned, l 
guess I am through with baseball. In 
fact. I am convinced that I will not be 
back when Bill Schwartz calls the 
squad together to begin another pen- 
nant battle. I have been with Nash- 
ville too long, as it is, and a change isa 
best both for myself and the club.” 

Asked if he did not regret leaving 
the old stamping ground, Wiseman re- 
marked: 

“Why, certainly I am. I like the city 
as well as any, Cincinnati excepted. 
The south, too, just suits me. I have 
@ large number of friends here and in 
Other southern cities, all of whom Il 
will miss. They have all treated me 
kindly, and I hate to leave them, for I 
am aware of the fact that wherever I 
may go the same treatment will not 
be accorded me by the fans. The pub- 
lic always got the best I had, and, 
while I believe I am just as g00d as 
ever, it is for the best that my name 
be dropped from the roster.” 


“Doc’’ Has Interesting Career. 


Wiseman’'s has been a long and in- 
teresting career with the Nashville 
club, as a glance over the official rec- 
ords will show. A brief resume ef his 
work at this time is worth while. The 
figures hereinafter quoted are from 
Spalding's official baseball guides; and 
are therefore the only correet ones to 
be had. 

Up to 1901, the year the Southern 
Association was launched, Wiseman 
had had but little experience as.a pro- 
fessional. He was with Newt. Fisher 
at Mobile, of the old Southern League, 
in 1896. The following four years, or 
until the spring of 1901, he played on 
the lots around Cincinnati. With the 
organization of the present association 
in the winter of 1900-1901, Fisher was 
Sranted the Naghville franchise. One 
of his first selections as a member of 
his team was Wiseman. Newt, always 
a fair judge of a player, Knew that he 
could depend on the “Doctor.” After 
negotiating with him for several 
weeks, Newt appeared at his office one 
morning all smiles. I asked him why, 
especially on this morning in question, 
for I remember that it was a cold and 
disagreeable one. He handed me a 
ter. Inclosed was Wiseman’s contract, 
which, as Newt said, was enovgh to 
make a fellow smile. From that day 
until the present, ‘“‘Doc’’ Wiseman has 
been Nashville's property, and during 
the eleven years. with the exception of 
ea few weeks, Doc's meal ticket has 
been passed out to him annually by 


owners of the local franchise. The only| 


time he was absent from the ranks 
was toward the close of 1903, when 
Manager Fisher loaned him to New 
Orleans. At the tine the veteran was 
nursing a bad “Charlie hoss,” and 
there was no hesitancy on the part of 
the local mogul! to Jet the Pelicans have 
him for the rest of the season.

The records show that.in the eeven 
years Wiseman v.as in 1,401 games, of 
which the largest number played ina 
single season was 142 each in 1907 ani 
1910. In only one year, the first, did 
he fail to take part in less than 100 
games, 96 being the total. Doe had 
a reputation for his regvlarity, miss- 
ing a game only when it was neces- 
fary because of- injuries. 

He went to bat some 5,000 times. 
The figures as to the exact number 
cannot be had, as the “at bats” in 
1902 are omitted by the guide. How- 
ever, in ten seasons he was up ex- 
actly 4,724 times, having attempted 
to clout safely inore than 600 occa- 
sions in each of 1904, 1907 and 1908. 
The year 1902 excepted, the: runs made 
by him total 661, the largest numbers 
of which were made in 1901, when he 
crossed the plate 91 times. Fifty-one 
in 1906 were the lowest he secured itn 
a Single season.

The hits made by Wiseman are conm-

Study the figures carefully and 
One will note the consistency of his 
work year in and year out. 

“Doc's” batting averages range from 
3338 in 1901, down to .222, which was 
the best he could do through the sea- 
son of 1911. It will be seen that in 
1910 he really had his best year with

records it will be of interest to see 
how Wiseman ranked with other 
Nashville players with the § willow.

Business was less active and the 
character of the fluctuations suggested 
evening up for the week-end. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1@3 points, in response to 
lower Liverpool cables and reports of 
labor troubles in New England mill 
circles, as a result of the new 54-hour 
law. Leading spot houses Were active 
buyers at the initial decline ang the 
tharket soon developed firmness on the 
support from that source and covering 
for over the week-end. After show- 
ing a net gain of from four to seven 
points, realizing became a factor and 
the market later in the morning eased 
off to a shade under the closing figures 
of yesterday, but showed no material 
weakness, and closeqd two or three 
points points up from the lowest. The 
weather continued very cold in the 
south, but the forecast was for higher 
temperatures which local bears believe 
will be quickly fellowed both by in- 
creased receipts and larger offers of 
spots from the interior. Some of this 
morning’s buyers, however, predicted 
that the extremely cold weather would 
be followed by rain and that the great- 
er part of such cotton as may re- 
main in the fields will never be picked, 
thus suggesting smaller ginning returns 
for the remainder of the season. Pri-

CHANGE IS DEMANDED 
IN COTTON REPORTS 


Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
Abandonment. of the June and July 
crop condition reports on cotton and 
of the June 1 acreage report is pro- 
vided for in a bill unanimously report- 
ed today from the house committee 
On agriculture. 

The reason ascribed for this change 
is that an acreage report as early as 
June 1, and reports of crop conditions 
before July 1, are of little value as in- 
dicating the final crop yield. | 

In the report submitted by Repre- 
sentative Lever, of South Carolina, it 
is stated that on account of adverse 
weather conditions over planting and 
other causes, a large acreage is aban- 
doned after June 1. This is not ac- 
counted for until December, when a 
final estimate of yield is made. The 
committee believes that change from 
June 1 to July 1 is in the interest of 
greater accuracy.: Under the bill the 
condition ‘report will be made as of 
August 1, at which time the cotton 
crop has advanced to such extent that 
a report upon conditions is of value 
as indicating the final yield. 


Insuring a Nation. 
The eet Nagt: tee the administra- 
scheme of na- 


tional insurance is on the whole of a 


fairly simple character. The funds ac 
cruing from the various c.asses of 
contributors will be collected by means 
of stamps. In the compulsory case a 
card will be given to each employee, 
who will. take it to his or her em- 
ployer, and at the end of cach week 
the employer wfll affix. to it stamps 
equivatent in value to the employees 
4d., or ‘other amount according to the 
rature of the case, and his own 3d, 
cr whatever the correct amount may 
be. The employer will of course reim- 
burse himself for the employees con- 
tribution by a deduction from -the 
wages or salary. The ecard stampa 
as indicated will be handed to the 
employee, who will in turn take it to 
the local postoffice. ‘The postmaster 
will on his vart transmit the ecard 
thus stamped to the central office. 
There the amount so forwarded in 
stamps will be placed to the credit of 
tie peneficiary. In the case of con- 
tributors, veluntary or compulsory, 
who are not members of a recognized 
Friendly Society, the insurer pays 
what we mey call his premium directly 
tc the postotfice and gets credit for 
it in a special book, which, of course, 
he retains. All amounts so paid afe, 
as in the former case, transmitted te 
the central office by the postal of- 
ficial. :

INCOME TAX GOING 
INTO CONSTITUTION 


Sponsor of the Amendment 
Says Necessary Number of 
the States Will Ratify. 


Washington, January 13.—(Special.)— 
“It seems absolutely certain that the 
proposed income tax amendment to 
the constitution will be approved by 
the necessary three-fourths of the state 
legislatures next year,” said Senator 
Brown, of Nebraske, author of the 
amendment, this evening. “The legisla- 
tures of several friefidly states will 
convene next year and more than com- 
plete the requisite number.” 

It was explained by Senator Brown 
that up to this time thirty one states 
had ratified the amendment. The list 
includes New York and Maine. The leg- 
islatures of only eight states meet this 
winter—New York, Massachusetts, Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi, South Carolina, 
Rhode Island, Maryland and Kentucky. 
Of these Rhode Island, Virginia and 
Massachusetts are the only ones that 
have not ratified the amendment. Gov- 
ernor Foss has written Senator Brown 
that Massachusetts will surely approve 
the amendment this winter. Virginia 
is regarded as certain to give approval, 
The amené€ment was previously reject- 
It was unan- 
imously accepted by one branch of the 
legislature and defeated by one vete 
in the other branch. % 

Senator Brown believes New Mexico 
and Arizona will ratify the amendment 
this year. If this is-true ana Virginia 
and Massachusetts join the column 
there will remain but one more state 
required to make the legislation. ef- 
fective. AS for next year Mr. Brown 
regards Minnesota, Wyoming, West 
Virginia and New Jersey as certain.

UNIFORMITY ASKED 
OR COTTON BALE 


Department of Agriculture. I 
~ Working for a Reform, 


Claimed That by Standardizing 
Bale and Securing Uniform- 
ity of Cotton Within It, Great 
Saving Will Result to the 
Planters of the South. 


Washington, January 13,—Informa- 
tion which will lead to the standardiza- 
tion of the American cotton bale and to 
the uniformity of the cotton within the 
bale, is ‘being sought by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


“To bring about this uniformity will 
Le a matter of education,” said Dr. B. 
T. Calloway, chief of the bureau of 
plant and industry, today. It seems to 
be generally agreed that the: present 
tare-taken on American cotton is ex- 
cessive; but the deplorable condition of 
the American cotton bale is largely re- 
sponsible. The American eotton plant- 
er must be educated up to the fact—and 
it will take considerable time, no doubt, 
to do this—that he cannot expect the 
best possible prices for his product as 
long as the buyer must tear a half 
dozen holes in the cover to determine 
the quality of the product within. 

“We are seeking information from 
Various sources as to how our cotton 
bale should be covered, the character 
and weight of the material to be used 


ber of ties, together with the approxi- 
mate net weight of the whole. We have 
been daing considerable work among 
our farmers in trying to teach them 
what to do, but it will require much 
work. 

If, when a*bale of American cotton 
reached a foreign market, the buyer 
could be sure without tearing the cov- 
er to look inside that the cotton was of 
a fixed quality and léngth, our trou- 
bles in this direction would be about 
at an end.

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FALSE COST PRICE 
MADE BY PACKERS 


So Government Alleges in Suit 
Against Meat Kings 


Evidence Introduced to Prove 
That the Packers Concealed 
Profits and Set Up a False 
Cost Price on Which to Base 
Charges to Public. 


Chicago, January 15.—Government at- 
torneys prosecuting Chicago meat 
packers ‘on charges of violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law, brought out 
today the first direct evidence by which 
they expected to show that the pack- 
ers concealed profits and set up a false 
cost price upon which to base the price 
at which retailers got their supplies. 

The government’s accusation is that 
the packers, in making up this arbi- 
trary “test cost” price overstated the 
actual cost and subtracted from it 
only substantially half the actual profit 
from by-products, thereby compelling 
the retailer and consumer to pay prices 
based on a cost much greater than the 
actual cost. 

Testimony brought out today was de- 
signed by the federal attormeys to show 
how this price might be padded and to 
substantiate the allegations that it was 
padded. 

Chief Accountant H. A. Timmins, of 
Morris & Company, testifying, stated 
that since 1907 on certain large pur- 
chases of live cattle, only four to six 
cents a pound were allowed for hides 
and three cents a pound for fats. The 
government contends, in this instance, 
that in making up the test price on 
which a selling figure was based the 
packers would add to the price per 
pound paid in the yards and on the 
hoof, a certain killing cost; from that 
figure would be subtracted an allow- 
ance for hides at four to six cents a 
pound, and for fats three cents a pound 
while in reality the hides realized from 
nine to eighteen cents a pound and 
fats up to six cents a pound, 

By this system, the government tried 
to show today a false cost price was 
set, a. hidden and excessive profit ob- 
tained and the retailer and consumer 
made to pay for it. 

When court closed, attorneys for the 
government were reading into the rec- 
ord, figures from the account books of 
Morris & Company, showing purchases 


and. sales since 1907 and other figures’ 


in which the ‘test cost” prices, which 
are attacked, were a part. United 
States District Attorney James Wil- 
kerson said today it might take three 
weeks to read into the record the fig- 
ures from the accounts of all the de- 
fendant companies.

Boston Anti-Trust Lawyer Says 
That Monopolistic Trusts in 
This Country Have Failed 
Both in Economic and Social 
Efficiency. 


New York, January 13.—Monopolistic 
trusts in this country have failed of 
success both in economic and. social 
efficiency, Louis D, Brandeis, the Bos- 
ton -“anti-trust” lawyer, declared to- 
day in a speech before the Republican 
Club of this city, in which he de- 
nounced the “steel trust” as a typical 
example of this failure, advocated the 
La Foilette bill as a preventive of 
the formation of a “trust,” and made 
a plea for “regulated competition,” as 
against “regulated monopoly.” 

“Economicaliy it (the “steel trust’) 
has taiied to Keep pace with the de- 
mands of thé times,’ Mr. Braude.s de- 
Ciaread. “It nag tailed to hold amer- 
ica’s proportion of the foreign steei 
markets, aS the great growtn of Ger- 
Many’s and Kkngisands exyort§ trade 
proves. it has Miled to hold its own 
proportion of the domestic markets, 
in spite of its additional purchases or 
competing plants. It. has failed to 
maintain itsown percentage of earlier 
years of profit on capitai invested. 

“socially its record has been even 
worse. While it has accumulated for 
or disbursea to stockhoiders in ten 
years more than $600,0v0,00uv in excess 
of a fair return upon Capital, and has 
enriched promoters, it has subjec.ed 
the laborer to grossly excessive toil 
and deprived him of industrial liberty. 
Having driven out unionism, it has 
taught the American laborer what an 
iron master’ really is. To work men 
twelve hoursaday seven days a week— 
with an occasional twenty-four-hour 
work day when the shift is made, 
makes not only ‘old men at 40,’ but 
necessarily degenerates the race, phys- 
ically, intellectually and morally. ‘he 
steel trust has, indeed, been the prince 
and the pauperizer.” 

Most of the trusts which did not 
secure monopolystic positions, the 
speaker added, have either failed al- 
together or have failed to show mark- 
ed success as compared with independ- 
ent concerns.

October. The United States as early 
ae that date was moving quietly in 
preparation for any eventuality in) 
China. With this marine force and 
the battalion of 00 infantrymen now on 
its way, the United States will be well 
equipped for its share of the interna- 
tional work in China 

In October, when official and private 
eports from Admiral Murdock, the 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic 
fleet, and marine officers in the Far 
East. were received by officials here 
they began to realize the probable ex- 
tent of the disaffection in China. Very 
guietly and without awaiting any in- 
structions from the state department, 
& movement was begun to strengthen 
the small force of marines then in 
China. At that time it consisted of 
only 127 enlisted men and five officers, 
tomprising the American legation 
Guard at Pekin. 

Little by little reinforcements were 
sent forward. Only one detachment 
was large enough to attract any at- 
tention. That was composed of 
fifteen officers and about 400 marines, 
commanded by Major Bannon, which 
quietiy slipped over from Manila to 
Shanghai, where the men now are 
quartered aboard a naval vessel, 
ready to be landeg at a moment's no- 
tice. There are other smaller detach- 
ments aboard the cruiser Saratoga 
and on several other naval vessels ly- 
ing in Chinese ports.

DAY OF MANY WILD RUMORS 

IN THE CHINESE CAPITAL 

Washington, January 13,—This was 
a day of intangible and wild rumors 
and proposals in the Chinese capital, 
Minister Calhoun cabled to the state 
department today. He said Yuan Shi 
Kai was exceedingly reticent, and it 
was gathered that some of the Man- 
chus had conceived what was regarded 
as a quite impracticable solution of 
the present deadlock. 

This is sald to involve the restora- 
tion of peace upon the basis of a 
monarchy in the north and a republic 
in the south of China, both of a pro- 
visional character. The two ultimate- 
ly would be merged into some form of 
government, its character to be deter- 
mined by a plebiscite at some later 
date, when conditions become ,. tran- 
quil.

ANOTHER TURNING POINT 
IN CHINESE REVOLUTION 

Nanking, China, January 13.—The 
close of the fourth month since its out- 
break brings the Chinese r@volution 
to another turning point. The coming 
week probably will decide whether or- 
der is to be restored or hostilities are 
to re-open after a six-week's armistice. 
In the latter event the bloodshed and 
reign of terror probably will far ex- 
ceed any previous record, 

A review of the situation to the south 
of the river Yang-tse shows that the 
republican position has been materially 
strengthened. 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen is rapidly complet- 
ing his provisional government and the 
organization of different departments. 
The departments of war and finance 
have beencompletely established with a 
general staff for the republican army. 
Secretarial appointments show that the 
factions which existed before Dr. Sun’s 
arrival at Shanghai have been placated 
and satisfaction with the republican 
regime is general 

Since the organization of the re- 
publican government War Minister 
Huang Sing has been extremely busy. 
Orders he has just issued show that 
preparations are completed for an ad- 
vance of republican troops to the 
north if the armistice is not renewed. 
They will move furward along the 
entire front from Hu-Nan to Shang- 
hai, using five routes. One column 
will go by sea to Nan-Fu, another 
from Pukow through Shan-Tung, a 
third through Us-Nan, a fourth from 
Wu-Chang through Hu-Peh and a 
fifth from Shen-Si ang Shan-Si, all 
converging on Pekin. 

The republicans confidently claim 
that the provinces of Shan-Tung and 
Chi-Li will . join in the movement 
when required. 

Notwithstanding reports to the con- 
trary, the republicans assert finances 
are not giving them anxiety, because 
ali the southern provinces and the 
Chinese in the straights settlements 
are supporting them. Republican 
notes are current everywhere and an 
issue of 100,000,000 taels (approxi- 
mately $70,000,000) of domestic bonds 
will be readily subscribed. 

The republicans argue that they 
have conceded everything possible to 
the Manchus and that responsibility 
for the renewal of hostilities must 
rest on Premier Yuan Shi Kai.

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PRETTY ROMANCE OF THE SEA

Paris, January 13.—(Special.)—The 
presentation by President Loubet of 
a medal to Noel Lambezellec, a 21- 
year-old fisherman of Brest, for the 
saving of eight lives from the sea last 
night has uncovered a very pretty 
romance of the sea.

I don’t 
know how I got the bundle out of the 
boat without drowning, myself, but 
finally I stumbled into the lighthouse 
with it. 

‘*‘Comrade,- here’s a visitor,’ I 
gasped. ‘Saint Joseph!’ cried Goulvec. 
Tt is our Lord Himself.’ But. it 
was only a baby boy whom the sea 
had washed up to us, «nd as Goulvec 
had a wife and lads of his own, we 
agreed to cal the baby Npel, .and that 
IT should take him to be my son: 

“Papers? No, I have never thought 
about papers for him. But if you say 
so, he must have them.’ 

Noel kept the medal.

Hle began immediately to investigate 
the reason for the excessive cost of 
manufacturing ice in small plants, and 
found that the trouble lay in the 
heavy up-Keep of the expensive ma- 
chinery and in the great cost of dis- 
tilling the water from. which the ice 
was made, 

He discovered that water was dis- 
tilled to make the ice clear, but fur- 
ther investigation disclosed the fact 


ter Was properly agitated while being 
frozen. 

Working along this line, fre has suc- 
ceeded In turning out a machine whica, 
while properly agitating the water, 
freezes it in standard cans, As swoon 
as completed, the United States rights 
to his machine were taken over by 
the Universal Ice Company, whieh is 
now actively engaged in making prep- 
arations to enter the field at many 
points.

EXTENSIVE CHANGES 
IN THE ARMY MEASURE 


Washington, January 13.—Extensive 
modifications of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill, now before congress, were 
announced tonight by Chairman Hay, 
of the house committee on military 
affairs, at a hearing in which Secre- 
tary of War Stimson participated. 

Chairman Hay determined to elimi- 
mate that portion of the biH which 
would make the staff corps perma- 
nent and abolish the present system 
of details from the line of the army. 
Hie declared that the chief of coast 
artillery and chief of the division of 
militia also would be retaineq in the 
army organization when the bill 
finally is presented to the house. 

“If those changes are made,” 
Secretary Stimson, “most of my 
position to the bill will be 
drawn.” 

The secretary of war expressed 
strong opposition to the plan of con- 
solidating the general staff with the 
adjutant general office and the in- 
spector general’s department, making 
one large bureau in Which routine 
ang staff duties would be combined. 
The officers of the general staff, he 
said, should be left free in planning 
for war and advising both the presi- 
dent and the secretary of war. He 
favored, however, the consolidation of 
the supply departments of the army 
and expressed the. belief that effici- 
ency thereby would be promoted. 

The proposed creation of new ma- 
jor generals in the consolidated sup- 
ply department was opposed by 
Secretary Stimson as a discrimination 
against the officers of the line.

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WORRIES TAFT 


The Sherwood Measure Is Now 
Hung Up in the Senate, 


And the President Would Like 
for It to Remain Hung Up. 
If the Bill Gets Through, It 
Is Believed President Taft 
Will Veto It. 


Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
The Sherwood. pension bill is giving 
about as much trouble to congress and 
the president as any pfece of proposed 
legislation now before’ the national 
legislature. 

The bill is now hung up in the sen- 
ate, and if it could be kept hung up 
there it would give great relief to 
many statesmen. 

Within the past few days a good 
many anxiousconsultations have been 
held on the subject. Thus far, the only 
outcome of these conferences has been 
a general agreement that the whole 
subject should be deferred for some 
time longer, pending tthe obtaining of 
more Nght. It had been intended to 
make as quick work of the matter as 
possible, get something out, and have 
it disposed of. The policy of postpone- 
ment or delay for q time at least, has 
now been submitted. 

Of course, the great problem is the 
cost. of the pension itself. Originally, 
democratic leaders expressed a willing- 
ness to “stand for” a bill that would 
not involve the outlay of over $20,000,- 
000. The Sherwood bill was cleverly 
contrived so as to call for a much 
larger expenditure than this sum. It 
has been estimated by treasury au- 
thorities that at least $75,000,000 would 
be the annual cost of the measure 
when it got into working order. 

Most Impertant Problem. 

The most important problem con- 
fronted by the legislative managers, 
therefore, is the question how far they 
can go in trimming the bill without 
exposing themselves to attack from 
the pension grabbers, and at the same 
time without putting the treasury into 
a hopeless position. When the pension 
bill first went to the senate it was 
stated that this process of trimming 
would cut the measure to the original 
estimated cost of $20,000,000. Now it is 
expected that, in order to make things 
comfortable all around, $30,000,000 at 
least will have to be allowed, 

As is thus suggested, the cause of 
pension reform is conceded to be hope- 
less for the present. It was intimated 
at first there might be some chance 


‘most 


of simply pigeon-holing the bill. But 
all talk of that kind is now laid aside, 
and nothing is loger heard of such @ 
program. On the contrary, it is con- 
ceded that the bill must be put 
through in some form. There are a 
good many members. who say they 
could reconcile themselves to the addi- 
tional outlay if it were possible to 
incorporate into the bill some general 
reform provisions, which would include 
publicity for the pension roll, the ap- 
pointment of a commission or tribunal 
to pass upon all pension cases, thereby 
abolishing the evil of special pension 
bills, and. the adoption of a compre- 
hensive piece of legislation defining 
the powers of this commission. Of 
these, the simplest and possibly the 
important feature would be the 
provision, because that would 
eliminate so large an element of fraud 
from the pension roll. Yet, even the 
slightest discussion with members suf- 
fices to show that they hold to the im- 
possibility of attempting anything of 
gy hee is done will be merely a 
flat gift to the pensioners, with no 
compensating features whatever. It is 
probable that the only hope in connec- 
tion with the matter will be found in 
keeping the expense as low as possi- 


ble.

Some Features of Situation. 

There are some features of the polit- 
ical situation which tend to keep the 
cost of the bill down to a certain ex- 
tent. Some of the house leaders have 
plainly told the rivers ,and harbors 
boomers. and the “public buildings 
crowd” that they cannot consent to 
the adoption of a measure ‘on either 
of these ‘subjects unless the pension 
bill is cut to much more moderate 
limits. 
desired on rivers and harbors and 
public buildings, the pension outlay re- 
maining the same, would simply mean 
an enormous issue of bonds—far too 
heavy a handicap to be borne in the 
presidential election. 

President Taft's advisers recognize 
that a very serious choice !s presented 
to the executive. They have tentative- 
ly dealt with it by saying he will 
certainly veto the Sherwood pension 
bill] or anything approaching it in size, 
if sent to him. This is on the ground 
that the public sentiment of the coun- 
try would certainly sustain him in re- 
fusing to complete a measure that 
would practically bankrupt the g0v- 
ernment. But they are equally clear 
that he cannot afford to veto what Is 
called a “moderate” pension bill. 

They think he would be ready to 
sign anything up to the amount orig- 
inally planned—that is to say, $20,- 
000,000, and might be induced to stand 
for another $10,000,000 upon good rea- 
son shown. Mr. Taft himself has said 
nothing, even semi-officially, as yet, 
but this is the word those who are 
close to him have given out. 


WASHINGTON AND LEE 
TO CHOOSE NEW PREXY 


Lexington, Va., June 13.—(Special.) 
A meeting of the board of trustees of 
Washington and Lee university has 
been called for January 24. At that 
time the presidential situation will be 
discussed and, if the way be clear, a 
successor to Dr. George H, Denny will 
be elected. It is a matter depending 
largely on the recommendation of the 
committee appointed to look over the 
field. For loglcally the man that is 
recommended to the board by that 
committee will be chosen. While § it 
is not an assured fact that definite 
action will be taken at this time, yet 
it is reasonable to suppose that enough 
time has elapsed to enable a wise 
choice to be made. The students and 
the town of Lexington, as well as the 
people of the state-at-large, are much 
interested in the outcome of the 
board’s deliberations.

EXTENSIVE CHANGES 
IN THE ARMY MEASURE 


Washington, January 13.-—Extensive 
modifications of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill, now before congress, were 
announced tonight by Chairman Hay, 
of the house committee on military 
affairs, at a hearing in which Secre- 
tary of War Stimson participated. 

Chairman Hay determined to elimi- 
nate that portion of the bill which 
would make the. staff corps perma- 
nent and abolish the present system 
of details from the line of the army. 
Hie declared that the chief of coast 
artillery and chief of the division of 
militia also would be retaineg in the 
army organization when the bill 
finally is presented to the house. 

“If those changes are made,” 
Secretary Stimson, “most of imy 
position to the bill will be 
drawn.” 

The secretary of war expressed 
strong opposition to the plan of con- 
solidating the @eneral staff. with the 
adjutant general office and the in- 
spector general's department, making 
one large bureau in which routine 
ang staff duties would be combined. 
The officers of the general staff, he 
said. should be left free in planning 
for war and advising both the presi- 
dent and the secretary of war. He 
favored, however, the consolidation of

The Sherwood Measure |s Now 
Hung Up in the Senate 


And the President Would Like 
for It to Remain Hung Up. 
If the Bill Gets Through, It 
Is Believed President Taft 
Will Veto It. 


Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
The Sherwood pension. bill is giving 
about as much trouble to congress and 
the president as any pfece of proposed 
legislation now before’ the national 
legislature. 

The bill is now hung up in the sen- 
ate, and if it could be kept hung up 
there it would give great relief to 
many statesmen. 

Within the past few days a good 
many anxiousconsultations have been 
held on the subject. Thus far, the only 
outcome of these conferences has been 
a general agreement that the whole 
subject should be deferred for. some 
time longer, pending ,the obtaining of 
more light. It had been intended to 
make as quick work of the matter as 
possible, get something out, and have 
it disposed of. The policy of postpone- 
ment or delay for qa time at least, has 
now been submitted. 

Of course, the great problem is-the 
cost of the pension itself. Originally, 
democratic leaders expressed a willing- 
ness to “stand for”’-a bill that would 
not involve the outlay of over $20,000,- 
000. The Sherwood bill was cleverly 
contrived so as to call for a much 
larger expenditure than this sum. It 
has been estimated by treasury au- 
thorities that at least $75,000,000 would 
be the annual cost of the measurg 
when it got into working order. 

Most Impertant Problem. 

The most important problem con- 
fronted by the legislative managers, 
therefore, is the question how far they 
can go in trimming the bill without 
exposing themselves. to attack from 
the pension grabbers, and at the same 
time without putting the treasury into 
a hopeless position. When the pension 
bill first went to the senate it was 
stated that this process of trimming 
would cut the measure to the original 
estimated cost of $20,000,000. Now it is 
expected that, in order to make things 
comfortable all around, $30,000,000 at 
least will have to be allowed. 

As is thus suggested, the cause of 
pension reform is conceded to be hope- 
less for the present. It was intimated 
at first there might be some chance

of simply pigeon-holing the bill. But 
all talk of that kind is now laid aside, 
and nothing is loger heard of such a 
program. On the contrary, it is con- 
ceded that the bill must be put 
through in some form. There are @ 
good many members who say they 
could reconcile themselves to the addi- 
tional outlay if it were possible to 
incorporate into the bill some general 
eform provisions, wh 
ablisity for the pension roll, the ap- 
pointment of a commission or tribunal 
to pass upon all pension cases, thereby 
abolishing the evil of special pension 
bills, and the adoption of a compre- 
hensive piece of legislation defining 
the powers of this commission. ' Of 
these, the simplest and possibly the 
most important feature would be the 
ause that would 
eliminate so large an element of fraud 
from the pension roll. Yet, even the 
slightest discussion with members suf- 
fices to show that they hold to the im- 
possibility of attempting anything of 
a caunes is done will be merely a 
flat gift to the pensioners, with no 
compensating features whatever. If is 
probable that the only hope in connec~- 
tion with the matter will be found in 
keeping the expense 4s low as possi- 


ble. 
Some Features of Situation. 

There are some features of the polit- 
ical situation which tend to keep the 
cost of the bill down to a certain ex- 
tent. Some of the house leaders have 
plainly told the rivers and harbors 
boomers and the “public bulldings 
crowd” that they cannot consent to 
the adoption of a measure On either 
of these subjects unless the pension 
bill is cut to much more moderate 
limits. They say 
desired on rivers. and harbors and 
public buildings, the pension outlay re- 
maining the same, would simply mean 
an enormous issue of bonds—far too 
heavy a handicap to be borne in the 
presidential election. 

President Taft’s advisers recognize 
that a very serious choice !s presented 
to the executive. They have tentative- 
ly dealt with it by saying he will 
certainly veto the Sherwood pension 
bill or anything approaching it in size, 
if sent to him. This is on the ground 
that the public sentiment of the coun~- 
try would certainly sustain him in re- 
fusing to complete a measure that 
would practically bankrupt the gO0v- 
ernment. But they are equally clear 
that he cannot afford to veto what is 
called a “moderate” pension bill. 

They think he would be ready to 
sign anything up to the amount orig- 
inally planned—that is to Say, $20,- 
000,000, and might be induced to stand 
for another $10,000,000 upon good rea- 
son shown. Mr. Taft himself has said 
nothing, even semi-officially, as yet, 
but this is the word those who are 
close to him have given out.

When the aged inventor was 
found dead on the porch of his Michi- 
gan avenue home, the body frozen 
from long exposure to the cold, it was 
thought he had killed himself while 
despondent over (financial reverser, 
Then the revelation was made that 
there were two bullet wounds in the’ 
body; that both necessarily must have 
been fatal, and that it was impossible

Washington, January 13.—Within 
the last twenty-four hours extreme 
cold in the north Atlantic states, 
snows and rains in the south Atlantic 
states and local showers in the lake 
region gave the territory east of the 
Mississippj river one of its most dis- 
agreeable winter weather spells in 
many years. 

Indications tonight, according to 
the government weather bureau, were 
that temperatures -would rise over 
practically all districts east of the 
Mississippi river and 
west, 

On Monday the mercury is expected 
to ascend on the Atlantic seaboard, in 
the east gulf states ang the north- 
west. Storm warnings are displayed 
along the Atlantic coast from Jack- 
sonville, Fla., to Norfolk, Va., as well 
as on the north Pacific coast. 
THERE IS MUCH SUFFERING 

THRODGH THE CENTRAL WEST 

Kansas City, Mo., January 13,—De- 
tails of privation suffered by ranch- 
ers became known today. Frozen to 
death in hts saddle, his horse dead 
under him and scores of dead cattle 
about him, the body of T. C. Bidwell, 
a ranchman, was found half buried in 
the snow near Scott City, Kan. Bid- 
well lost his life attempting to drive 
his herds to shelter.

Wallace, Idaho, January 13.—An 
avalanche of snow and debris 1,000 
feet lomg ang several hundred feet 
wide moved down the canyon above 
the. town of Mace early today follow- 
ing the path of the great slide of 
March 1, 1910, in which eighteen per- 
sons lost their lives. Today's slide 
moved slowly and owing to the posi- 
tion in which it settled is expected 
to afford protection to the town from 
further alides.

relevant. 

(H. G. Wells, in the January Atlantic.) 
Constantly one finds in the reviews 
of works of fiction the complaint that 
this, that or the other thing in a novel 
is irrelevant. Now, it is the easies, 
thing and the most fatal thing to be- 
come irrelevant in a short story. A 
short story should go to its point as a 
man flies from a pursuing tiger: he 
pauses not for the daisies in his path 
or to note the pretty moss on the tree 
he climbs for safety. But the novel by 
comparison is lke breakfasting in the 
open air on a summer morning. Noth- 
ing is irrelevant if the writer's mood 
be happy; and the tapping of the 
thrush on the garden path or the petal 
of apple blossom that floats down into 
the coffee, is as irrelevant as the egg I 
open or the bread and butter I bite. 
And all sorts of things that inevitably 
mar the tense illusion which is the aim 
of the short story—the introduction, 
for example, of the author’s personal- 
ity, any comment that seems to admit 
that after all fiction Is fiction, a change 
in manner between part and part, 
burlesque, paraedy, invective—all such 
things are not necessarily wrong in 


the novel. Of course, all these things 
may fail in their effect, they may jar, 
hinder, irritate, and all are difficult to 
do well; but it is no artistic merit- to)

BABIES GROWING LONGER; 
~ RACE IS GROWING. WEAKER 


London, January 13.—Dr. Ezekiel 
Boyd, a London physician of Canadian 
birth and good standing, declares that 
the British race is degenerating phy- 
sically. And he finds his evidence ,not 
in the flat-chested, sallow-complexion- 
ed, undersized English youth, but 
among the babies of all classes. These 
are, he says, becoming longer, and long 
people are not as hardy or adaptable 
as people of medium height. 

“This tendency towards elongation 
is a matter of the past few years,” 
said Dr. Boyd to me today. “I have 
made accurate measurements in hun- 
dreds of cases during that time, and I 
find that instead of the recognized 
Standard of 18% inches at birth, the 
bahies that have come under my notice 
have averaged no less than 22 inches. 
Babies of even 24 inches have fre- 
quently passed through my hands. 

“These babies are representative of 
the English race because they have 
been noted in all classes and condi- 
tions, from the poorest to the richest. 
The change has escaped notice before 
this because the measurements usually 
made are carried out in hospitalS where 
the mothers are of the poorest class 
and, through lack of proper nourish-

BODY OF FIRE CHIEF 
TAKEN FROM THE RUINS 


New York, January 13.—In_ the 
shadow of weakening walls that 
threatened each moment to totter and 
fall, a squad of firemen worked for 


‘\five hours this afternoon to wrest from 


the ruins of the Equitable building the 
body of Battalion Chief William Walsh, 
who met death in the fire of last Tues- 
day. They found him shortly after 
noon, with outstretched arms pinned 
face down by a giant iron beam.and 
with only his rubber coat showing. It 
was dark when they lifted the body. 

The coroner's physician believed that 
the chief had been asphyxiated as he 
groped tlfrough the burning building, 
and that the debris which fell upon 
him crushed an already lifeless body. 
The neck and almost every bone in the 
body was broken. There were but few 
burns. 

Removal of the debris proceeded 
slowly today, and the firemen estimate 
that the vaults of the Mercantile Safe 
Deposit Company would not be reach- 
ed for ten days or two weeks, but 
they are believed to be intact. In these 
vaults are stored the valuables of hun- 
dreds of individuals. 

Funds for the relief of the families 
of those killed in the fire rolled up to 
a total approximating $10,000 today.

Senator Plati, and two minutes ‘ater 
I was sumoned to his room, where he 
explained that i ust have misunder- 
stood him; that he had no intention of 
saying that. I should not be renomi- 
nated as governor; that no further ef- 
fcrt would be made by the New York 
delegation to put n:é¢ in nomination 
for the vice presidency, and that no 
cpposition would be made to my nomi- 
nation as governor. 

“Accordingly, the effort ceased and 
the New York delegation put Wood- 
ruff in nomination. Later it developed 
that the convention as a whole was 
bound to hive me, and Senator Hanna, 
who had violently oppased my nomina- 
tion, made up his mind that the feel- 
ing Was so vtfdfig that he could not 
afford’ to antagonize it. After eon- 
siderable hesitation, I then concluded } 
to accept. In other words, while I did 
not intend to perit myself to be forced 
into the vice presidency, in order to 
get me out of the governorship, I did 
not feel at liberty to refuse the nomi- 
nation when it became evident that 
the earnést desire of the republicans 
as a Whole was to have me take the 
s-osition for tbe benefit of the party. 


More Alleged Misstatementss 


“Again, the statements about my 
coming to Senator Platt for his in- 
dorsement as secretary of the navy are 
absolutely without foundation. The 
whole story about my calling upon him 
on March 17 or on any other day, 
whether with John Jacob Astor or any- 
body else, is pure invention. As soon 
as I saw the book I wrote to Astor 
and have now received his letter. In 
it he says that I never saw Senator 
Platt with him about my appointment 
as assistant secretary of the navy. 

“It-is rather singular that Senator 
Platt should have imagined such an 
interview,:and it shows how much his 
mind was failing when the reminis- 
censes were written. 

“By the. way, the whole statement 
éhamt contributions is equally without 
foundation.

Such conditions usually lead up to the 

roperty's being offered for sale, Small 

cidental or temporary features 
Should not be considered as affecting 
the value of real estate. For instance, 
@ house may be vacant at the time, but 
that is no indication that it.will be 
Vacant always. It is a temporary and 
not a permanent condition, Good trad- 
ers are guided more by the rentabil- 
ity of a property than by the present 
rate it is actually yielding.

High Speed Steel the Pace-

It was learned further today that not 
content with sending a full division of 
soldiers to Hawaii the government has 
sent the Pacific squadron of armored 
cruisers as well. These four big ships 
are now making a minute survey of the 
coast to ascertain where an enemy 
could land. e

lo Lose Popular Favor 


‘Since Election of Present Par- 
liaament They Have Lost 
Five Seats, Gained None. 
Majority in Cabinet Favor 
Woman Suffrage. 


London, January  13.—-(Special,)— 
There is no disguising the fact that 
the government is worried by the loss 
of popular favor evidenced by the re- 
cent bye-elections, Since the present 
parliament was elected they have lost 
5 seats and have gained none. It is 
true that one of the seats was lost 
because the labor party ran an inde- 
pendent candidate, and there was no 
loss in the aggregate radical vote; and 
that at least 2 of the other lost seats 
were really by nature conservative, 
but had been swept to the liberal side 
by the landslide which put the gov- 
ernment in power; but two of’ them 
have been consistently liberal for 
many years. In other bye-elections 
the liberal majorities have been cut 
down. 

This swing is: undoubtedly due to 
the insurance act, which has been the 
most viciously condemned piece of 
legislation of recent years. 

Chancellor Lloyd-George, author of 
the act, and his colleagues aré confi- 
dent that when the act becomes oper- 
ative and its terms are fully under- 
stood, there will be a reaction and 
the liberals will regain their strength. 
Time alone can tell whether or not 
they are right. In the meantime they 
are uneasy, and the fact that if an 
appeal should be taken right now to 
the country, it is probable the gov- 
ernment would be turned out of office, 
makes the opposition bold and ag- 
gressive, 

Bonar Law, the new unoinist leader 
has made much reputation as a cool- 
headed, adroit, political general who 
will make a determined fight all along 
the line. 

As the government coalition has a 
majority in the commons of: consid- 
erably more than 100 there is little 
danger of an appeal being forced until 
the major part of the government pro- 
gram has been caried out.

General Arbitration Treaties. 


(Charles C. Hyde, in The North Ameri- 
can Review for January.) 

The cause of peace has been so per- 
suasively advocated by President Taft 
that it is unnecessary to dwell upon 
the desirability of enlarging the scope 
of the existing treaties of 1908. One 
aspect, however, of the present move- 
ment deserves attention. It has not 
been the fear of war that has led 
statesmen in Europe and America to 
favor general agreements for the arbi- 
tration of grave differences. It has 
rather been a sense of the folly of war, 
if justice could be obtained without it. 
The experience of states within recent | 
years has given solid proof that jus- 
tice may be had by amicable as well | 
as war-like means, even when contro- 
versies affect vital interests and na- 
tional honor. The solution of the dis- 
putes concerning Bering sea, the Alas- 
kan boundary, the North sea incident 
and the North Atlantic fisheries may 
be cited as instances. Justice has been 
obtained in these and numerous other 
cases because of the existence of a 
body of law generally accepted by the 
family of nations, the rules of which 
have been well known to the courts, 
and upon which, therefore, aggrieved 
states have found it possible to rely. 
According to The Hague convention 
for the Pacific settlement: of interna- 
tional disputes of 1907, respect for law 
is said té be the basis of international 
arbitration. It is respect for law, as a 
vital force regulating the conduct of 
states and determining the propriety 
of their acts, that is the foundation of 
the new treaties. Arbitration is con- 
templated, not with a view of dele- 
gating to neutral judges the task of 
expendiency, but for the adjustment of 
controversies susceptible of decision by 
the application of those legal princi- 
ples that the signatory powers have 
themselves labored to establish. Lhe 
signing of the new conventions is an 
expression of the faith of the govern- 
ments of Great Britain and France, as 
well as of President Taft, in the suffi- 
ciency of those principles for the ad- 
justment of grave controversies that 
may endanger peace. It is, further- 
more, a token of confidence in the 
pledge of the signatory powers to have 
recourse to arbitration when such dif- 
ferences arise.

Paris, Tenn., December 23, 
To the Uniteqg Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. My Dear Friends: For be- 
stowing upon me the highest honor 
in your gift, the greatest hon6r that

‘thank. you. I. appreciate the confi- 
| dence you showed in me when you

| 8reat organization, and I also appre- 
| Clate the approbation of the action of 
the Richmond convention as evidenced 
by the many letters that have come 
to me from all over the United States. 
| It is a stimulus for me to give you 
the very best service possible, and 
that I intend to do and hope to have 


I must call your attention to and 
your observance of a standing 
adopted by the Richmoiid con- 
vention, viz,, any person or enterprise 
seeking money contributions from the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
must have the indorsement or ap- 
proval of the president general U. D. 
C., and when contributions are so- 
licited within a state the sanction of 
the state president is necessary. This 
was done not to curtail your liberty 
in giving, but for your proteetion, for 
much .unauthorized soliciting as 
been done and some chapters have 
been victimized.

The cornerstone of the Arlington 
monument is to be laid when we meet 
in Washington, and the Arlington 
Monument Association has made con- 
tracts calling for the completion of 
and payment for this monument in 
two years. If the artist meets his 
part Of the cantract we must meet 
ours. The United Daughters of the 
Confederacy will, of course, meet 
every contract they make. The ags- 
sociation’s hope is in you. Do not 
fail them, but help all you can to 
money, 

Shiloh needs your aid, too. A littie 
boy going through Shiloh Military 
park with his father had monument 
after monument to the federal sol- 
diers pointed out to him, He read 
the inscriptions and finally asked, 
“Father, didn’t the south have any 
heroes at Shiloh?” Six long trenches 
of confederate dead ask that ques- 
tion. They ask it of you. 

The Shiloh monument committee 
will furnish to all chapters a Shiloh 
program for the April meeting, and I 
ask all of you to use it and have a 
Shiloh day. 

We have. been working for thése 
two monuments full long already, so 
let us turn to them with singleness 
of purpose and finish them. Let us 
concentrate our work upon them in- 
stead of dividing it among so many 
objects. Concentration will accom- 
plish great things. One urgent need 
of getting these monuments off our 
hands is that other work is pressing 
upon us, calling to us-—education and 
relief work. The grundchildren of 
our veterans must not be allowed. to 
sink to the plane of an inferior race 
for the need of an education, and they 
must have our help. Our veterans 
and their wives anq widows are 
growing so feeble, their health failing 
with age and no friends to aid them 
except the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. In the next few years this 
work will make heavier and heavier 
demands upon us. So let us get our 
monuments out of the way and be 
ready for all calls of this nature. 

The relief work is headed by Mrs. 
Norman V. Randolph, and she and her 
committee are authurizeq to. solicit 
funds from chapters for this work. 

Let us take greater interest in the 
United Confederate Veterans as. an 
association and attend their reunions 
and do all we can to make them gala 
occasions for the “boys in gray.” Let 
us hold’ out a helping’ hand. to our 
brothers, the United Sons of Confed- 
erate Veterans, for the growth of 
their organization, for the completion 
of the state archives and for all their 
work which really supplements. ours.

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ME FOR FRIENDLESS AND 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL REPORT 


No institution in the many Atlanta 
supports does a more far-reaching 
work and meets more immediate emer- 
gencies than does the Home for the 
Friendless and the Industrial school. The 


annual meeting took place this week’ 


and the annual report, herewith offi- 
cially made, is inspiring as setting 
forth phflanthropic work as led and 
directed by women. 

The report, made by Mrs. Dan B. Har- 
ris, the secretary, herewith follows: 

The twenty-third annual meeting of 
the Home for the Friendless and Indus- 
trial school was held Thursday morning 
at the home. A large number of friends, 
besides officers and chairmen of com- 
mittees, were present to hear the re- 
ports wkich were submitted. 

Mrs. Woodside, president, 
255 children admitted during 1911. 
this number 53 had bé@en sent from the 
recorder’s court; 49 from the Associated 
Charities, and the rest through the 
crairmen of the investigation commit- 
tee. The average number of inmates 
for the year has been 71. 273 children 
have been dismissed. In many cases 
only temporary care is asked for-—un- 
til the mother can leave the hospital— 
or until the father’s term in the stock- 
ade expires—or, perhaps, until the 
young mother can find work to support 
the child. The children are many of 
them kept in the home only for a few 
months, other several years, and many 
Stay until suitable homes can be found 
for then. Thirteen such children have 
Leen piaced in permanent homes this 
year. The same calls come year after 
year. We know the stories well and 
meet the many pathetic appeals as best 
we can.

The Many Children. 


It is difficult to hahdle 71 children 
from such ill-assorted conditions of life. 
We have a large dormitory for girls, 
another for boys, and two nursery de- 
partments. Not many of the children 
are old enough to do much work. No 
boy. is over 12 years. The four bright- 
est older girls were given scholarships 
and sent off.to industrial schools last 
year, where we hope they will fall in 
line with other self-sustaining young 
women and learn to make their own 
way in life. 

The wear and tear on the house is 
very great. Frequent repairs are nec- 
essary and have added this year about 
$800 to our expense account. The play- 
grounds have recently been provided 
with swings, joggling boards, etc., but 
build them as strong as We can they 
do not last long. 


General Health. 


The general health of the household 
has been very good. We have suffer- 
ed from no epidemic or contagious dis- 
eases. Fifteen cases have been sent 
to Grady hospital and 40 to the Wes- 
ley Memorial. No deaths have béen 
recorded, except that of Miss Mitchell, 
our highly esteemed matron, who had 
done fine work in -the institution for 
the past five years. It will be hard to 
flll her place, but we have promoted to

ne p >siticn an assistant matron, who 
as worked in the home seven years 
and deserves our implicit confidence 
and support. 

We have not asked the public for 
anything this year. A more aggre s- 
sive policy. wculd better advertise the 
work of the Home for the Friendless 
perhaps, but we have felt that there 
were sv Many newer institutions and 
so many culls made upon the pnilan- 
thropic people, that we would trust 


to our friends for their co-operation 


and aid. 

We wish to thank the city and the 
eounty for their support, and to tell 
them that besides the money they have 
given us, $2,663.42 has been added to 
our treasury by dues, donations, etc. 

The children have rad many a 
pleasant outing during the picnic sea-. 
scn and summer time, a good Thanks- 
giving dinner, and at Christmas time 
a beautiful tree was given them by 
cne of the yotngest Masonic ledges in 
the city. They do not tack for com- 
fort and the substantial things, and 
yet the life of little “Orphant Annie’’ 
is pitiful at best. A first sight of this 
great family of homeless childr3n 
touches the Leart of any visitor, espe- 
clally the baby department, with its 
row of little white beds.

tim of Conspiracy. 
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By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
The reinstatement of Colonel Constan- 
tine M. Perkins to the marine corps, 
from which he was forced by a con- 
spiracy, after thirty years of splendid 
service, is probable, in view of the 
favorable .repart made today by the 
sub-committee which has been con- 
sidering the case. 

Representative Howard, of Georgia, 
has made a game fight against the 
power of the bureaucratic navy board, 
and has developed a conspiracy against 
Colonel Perkins, which he likens to the 
Dreyfus ‘case, as the only parallel in 
modern military history. 

General George F. Elliott and other 
high officers were involved in the con- 
Spiracy, which was designed to get 
Perkins out in order to make way for 
the promotion of favorites. 

Recently before the house sub-com- 
mittee, Mr. Howard proved by the men 
composing the navy retiring board, 
which declared Colonel Perkins to be 
of unsound mind in 1907, that their 
finding was unsupported by facts and 
had been disapproved by the judge 
advocate general, and that later de- 
velopments had abundantly proven the 
error of their verdict. 

Four- of the five witnesses who had 
reported Colonel Perkins to be suffer- 
ing from “mental instability,” had 
themselves been under treatment for 
neurasthenia.

“Judge Lochrane and I were so 
positive that the dead man was the 
husband of our client, Mrs. Weaver,” 
says Mr, Brown, “that we went to the 
office of Gartrell & Ladson and ap- 
pealed to them to give up the fight and 
let Mrs. Weaver have the body of her 
husband. We resisted the injunction 
suit, and filed suits for damages in 
behalf of Mrs. Weaver against the 
railroad companies. So strong was 
the evidence that J. P. Weaver was 
the dead man that*nothing short of 
the appearance on the scene of Weaver 
alive could have convinced us, and I 
might say the courts, that we were not 
right. I do not believe there ever has 
been such a’case of a double in exist- 
ence before, or, for that matter, will 
ever be again.” 

As the inscription on the tombstone 
shows, J. W. Pierce was born on De- 
cember 15, 1833, and was killed on 
his fifty-second birthday. He sleeps in 


a lonely grave under a tall pine tree, 
and there his dust must forever rest, 
far from his native soil.
